To the Inhabitants of the Town of Londonderry, in 
toe County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified 
to vote in Town Affairs: 

You ave hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Londonderry, on Tuesday, the tenth day of 
March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. 'To raize such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriation of the same. 

3. To raise money for the repair of roads and 
bridges, for memorial day, and for any other article 
embraced in this warrant. 

4. To choose one trustee of trust funds to serve 
for three years. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. . 

6. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$2,259.94 to make up the 1930 deficit. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$2,245.50 for State Aid Construction, the State to give 
$2,245.50, making $4,491.00. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$3,200.00 for State Aid Maintenance, the State to give 
$3,200.00, making $6,400.00. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,300.00 for Trunk Line Maintenance, the State to 
give $3,900.00, making $5,200.00. 
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10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to sell W. D. McKinley’s place, taken for 
taxes. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
the road leading from the Goffs Falls road to the 
Manchester road, leading by C. J. Hobbs’ house, in 
District No. 7. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
the old road leading around Barrett’s corner in Dist- 
rict No. 2. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of $1,000.00 to oil the road in Goffsi Falls, beginning 
at the corner going to the airport, thence east to Mr. 
McCabe’s or further. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
sum of $100.00 in trust, the income to be used for the 
perpetual care of the J. Warren Peabody Lot in Glen- 
wood Cemetery. 

15. To act on any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting and appropriate money for 
the same. 3

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 
To the Londonderry School Board: 


It gives me pleasure to present to you my tenth 
annual report. It is also gratifying to report that the 
work of the School Board is better organized and 
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conducted than at any time during the tenure of my 
office. The school system is large and scattered. 
The details are not easily managed, nevertheless, the 
spirit of the School Board has been to see to it that 
affairs are systematically conducted and that every 
dollar is expended to the best advantage of the 
Londonderry pupils. 


The most important factor contin directly to 
the efficiency of our schools, is that about sixteen 
percent of our pupils are not working up to full pos- 
sible achievement. These cases are not due to in- 
efficient teaching, as might be expected, but many of 
these cases, if not all, are with us because we did not 


know of their existence owing to the lack of means 
of accurately detecting them. Now that both the 
mentality and the educational age of the child are 
rather accurately determined such cases are properly 
understood by the teachers. These cases may now be 
properly graded and stimulated to work up to their 
full capacity. 

Mrs. Ruth Cleveland and Miss Sutherland are doing 
commendable work at No. 1 and 6 respectively. The 
work of the other teachers who have beer with us a _ 
number of years is also highly effective. We have - 
no problems of discipline. All teachers are working 
with enthusiasm and proper purposes.

I herewith submit a report for the health work in 
the Londonderry schools for the year from February 
1929 to January 1930. 

The annual physical examinations have been made, 
and as many defects as possible have been corrected. 
More corrections are needed. 

At the Elliott Hospital, Manchester, nose, throat, 
eye, and ear clinics are held, and at the District Nurs- 
ing Association, Manchester, orthopedic and goiter 
clinics are held. A few children have attended these. 

Three under-weight clinics have been held in Derry 
eee ts PN CTT. Some children have attended 
these, the mothers receiving advise as to the care and 
diet of under-weight children. 

Hot lunches are served during the winter months. 
This is sponsored by the Parent-Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, in some of the schools. |
